“Did You Know...”

.. that there are three New Orleans Mint Marked Morgan 
Dollars that were widely collected, now considered to be 
counterfeit, and more valuable now than they were then? 
In 2005 PCGS grading service determined that the 1896, 
1900 and 1902 “Micro O’s” were not New Orleans Mint 
products. They believe they were made in the early 20th 
century, maybe into the mid 1940’s. The coins were tested 
and found to contain 94% silver and 6% copper - 4% more 
silver than the real thing! Because these dates are 
considered to be more expensive if real, there was an easy 
market to exploit here. PCGS has offered to buy back any 
coins previously encapsulated by them. I wonder if they 
have had any takers? 


.. that ship wreck coins have a greater value when the 
provenance is known and there is an original certificate of 
authenticity that accompanies the coin? The vast majority 
of early ship wreck “cob” coins have been sea salvaged, but 
do not have a certificate of authenticity telling where the 
coins came from. Often, you will see the coins with an 
unsubstantiated statement that this coin came from the 
Admiral Gardner, Atocha or Maravillas. Occasionally, 
they will have a crude, low quality copy of an original COA. 


Coins without original paperwork may sell for $50-$100 
each. Coins with the proper paperwork will currently sale 
for $300 or better, especially if the coin is attractive, 
shows great detail, or had a readable date. So, don’t spend 
the big bucks unless you get the right paperwork. 


.. that the 1913 Walton Specimen Liberty Head Nickel, 
recently sold for over 3 million dollars, set on a closet shelf 
for over 40 years marked as a “counterfeit”? George 
Walton was known to be an owner of the elusive 1913 
Liberty Head Nickel. He was killed in a traffic accident on 
the way to a North Carolina coin showin 1962. Material 
from his car was strewn along the highway, and picked up 
by police. When Stacks later catalogued his coins for sale, 
they came across a 1913 Liberty Head Nickel but 
proclaimed it counterfeit. It was returned to the Walton 
heirs, and kept in a shoe box in the closet for 40 years. 
The remaining four nickels were to be shown together for 
the first time at the Baltimore ANA in 2003. A $10,000 
reward was offered to anyone that could show the 5th 
“lost” nickel. A new generation of Waltons suspected that 
their “counterfeit” nickel might actually be original. When 
compared by experts to the other 4, it was confirmed that 
their coin was the real thing! Not only did they now own a 
multi-million dollar coin, they received a $10,000 bonus 
for bringing it to the show!

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Let’s Get A Few Great Dollars, Shall We?

There are all sorts of series of coins to collect, but when 
you cut away all the claptrap, hoopla, and other useless 
diversions, it’s still a fact that folks like silver dollars. ‘They’re 
big. They’re definitely collectible. And by gosh, they’re made of 
silver! If there is any downside to collecting them, it’s that there 
are SO many, it sometimes seems tough to find a place to start. 
So, let’s solve that by assembling a type set of just seven pieces. 
From there, a person can go in plenty of directions. 


First, a proof Eisenhower dollar 


We may be starting with the U.S. silver dollar that 
collectors focus on the least, but there are a few dates within the 
1971 - 19°78 time span during which these Ikes were produced 
which were done in silver (basically, 1971- 19'74, as well as the 
bicentennial reverse, always with the ‘S’ mint mark). Since they 
were produced as 40% silver pieces, and as proofs, none were 
ever spent. This in turn means it’s probably easier to find them 
in PF-65 grades today than any of those made for circulation. 
And the prices are great, never really rising to anything higher 
than about $20 each. 


Second, an uncirculated Peace dollar 


This series is collected far more than it’s younger 
sibling, but has two key dates in it which are always expensive: 
the 1921 and the 1928. However, the 1922 saw a mintage run of 
more than 50 million coins, and several other dates were over 10 
million. ‘That makes these rather inexpensive, even as 
uncirculated pieces. Do a bit of searching, either at a local or a 
larger regional show, and you will find plenty of them in grades 
such as MS-60 for only about $50. ‘There might even be the 
occasional MS-62 or MS-63 that rings up in this price zone. 
Those will be handsome looking dollars for the price. 


Third, an uncirculated Morgan dollar 


The big daddy of US silver dollars is a series that a person 
could concentrate on for their entire life. Entire books have been 
written on these dollars, and on their myriad varieties, nuanced 
grades, and different levels of cameo appearance. For our 
purposes though - meaning a collector who just wants one and 
wants it to look good - the $50 we just mentioned still can work, 
as long as we are talking about a common date coin in a grade no 
higher than MS-60. Okay, to be fair, perhaps the 1921 can be 
had in a slightly high MS grade for that price, but that coin is 
almost as common as the 1922 Peace dollar. 


Fourth, a Canadian silver dollar of the young Queen Elizabeth 


This might seem like a bit of a surprise, especially to those of 
us who concentrate on US series, but over the past eighty years 
there has been a lot that has gone on in Canadian dollars. It was 


1953 that saw the Mary Gillick portrait of a newly crowned 
Queen Elizabeth appear on the coins of our northern neighbor, 
and she is in fact uncrowned. From 1953 to 1964 the queen 
wears a ribbon in her hair. Her Canadian coins would eventually 
feature her wearing a tiara, but that began only in 1965. 


When it comes to prices, well, it does not take a collector long 
to realize that Canadian silver looks very reasonable in 
comparison to the prices of some US favorites. ‘The $50 we just 
mentioned has some serious purchasing power here. 


Fifth, a Canadian silver dollar of the king 


It is on purpose that we did not name the king here. In 1935 
and 1936, Canada issued its first two years of silver dollars, 
sporting the image of King George - King George V, that is. The 
portrait is impressive, the design is attractive, and if there is an 
expensive Canadian silver dollar, it will be in these two dates. 
But 1937 saw the next king- King George VI - on the obverse of 
the silver dollars (and other coins) of Canada. This is a longer 
series, and one in which a single coin again can be very 
reasonably priced. 


sixth, a proof, silver Canadian Maple Leaf 


Not to leave Canada too early, and not to stay too rigidly with 
the $1 denomination, the Canadian silver Maple Leaf was first 
issued in 1988, and has a stated value of $5. The Canadian 
Maple Leaf program had started back in 19779, but had been all 
gold until the release of these big, silver-dollar-sized pieces in 
‘88. Those not specially made are always pegged to the price of 
silver metal. But look about and see what you can find in terms 
of a proof silver Maple Leaf. The prices won't be too harsh. 


Last, but not least, a proof, US Silver eagle 


First issued in 1986, when the United States Mint got 
into the bullion coin arena, silver one-ounce Eagles have been 
made each year, and have always had some proofs made for 
collectors. Like we just said about their Canadian brethren, see 
what you can find when it comes to a proof. You might be 
pleasantly surprised by some of the price tags. 


Well, there we have it folks, a lucky seven if ever there 
was one. From any one of these, a person could assemble a set. 
Eisenhower dollars certainly won’t be too expensive. The Peace 
dollar series has two tough dates in it, but is short enough that 
an otherwise full set is not too costly.
